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LOOK TO YOUR BEES. 

Those who keep bees should look to them often 
during the winter, especially if they stand much 
exposed to the weather. The winter, as all 
know, has been uncommonly severe, and it would 
not be strange if those stocks that were not care- 
fully protected in the fall should be found frozen 
to death. 

We find from a little experience in this busi- 
ness, that there are two requisites for the safety 
of bees in the winter. These are a due degree of 
warmth, and dryness. Bees, if numerous, will 
afford a good deal of warmth to themselves by 
clustering around each other, but if in an ex- 
posed situation they may not evolve enough to 
overcome the surrounding cold, and the vapor 
arising from the perspiration or evaporated mois- 
ture, will freeze around and destroy them. On 
the other hand, even should there be plenty of 
warmth in the hive, the vapor may cause a 
mouldiness of the comb, which will ultimately 
destroy the bees. 

Quinby, in his Mysteries of Bee Keeping, Ex- 
plained, (which work every bee keeper should 
read,) recommends a method which he has 
adopted and followed with success for ten years 
past, as follows :— 

He provides a tight dark room. In this room 
he carries his hives in winter, turns them bottom 
up and lets them remain until latter part of 
March or April, or until it will do to let them 
fly out, when he carries them out and places them 
upon their stand. In this way, if you have a 
large stock they will keep the room above freez- 
ing temperature, and the vapor all passes off and 
keeps the comb bright and dry. If the stock is 
few and there is danger of their being too cold, 
the room can be warmed artificially. This would 
be a novel method to adopt in this section, and 
yet it is undoubtedly a good one. One would 
suppose at first that all the bees would rush out 
and escape from the hive thus capsized, but Mr. 
Q. says that no more are lost with the hive in 
this position than when kept top end up. He 
observed that for several years he wintered his 
bees, amounting to about 100 hives, in a bed- 
room in his house, but he afterwards built a 
room on purpose which he thusdescribes. ‘The 
frame was 8 by 16 feet square, and seven high, 
without any windows. A good coat of plaster 
was put on the inside, aspace of four inches 
between the siding and lath was filled with saw- 
dust ; under the bottom I constructed a passage 
for the admission of air from the north side, 
another over head for its exit, to be closed and 
opened at pleasure in moderate weather, to give 
them fresh air, but closed when cold, and so ar- 
ranged as to exclude the light. A partition was 
extended across near the centre. This was to 
prevent disturbing the whole by letting in light 
when carrying them out in the Spring. By 
closing the door of this partition, those in one 
room only need be disturbed at once.”’ 

We quote this to show the mode of making 
and using a room for this purpose on a large 
scale. The bee hives are arranged on shelves and 
must be set rather close for that space to contain 
100 hives, but smaller rooms may be made for 
smaller stocks, and even a closet in the house 
might be used for a few hives. 


TURTLE SOUP WITHOUT A TURTLE. 

Us “land lubbers’’ in the interior of Maine, 
have heard much about turtle soup, but as none 
of the sea turtles ever get so far from home, we 
never geta morsel of them to gratify our palates. 
A benevolent writer in the Cotton Planter, over 
the signature of ‘‘Boadecia,’’ thus comes to our 
rescue, and gives the following directions where- 
by any of our farmers can live on turtle soup 
equal to that of acity alderman. The directions 
are as follows:—Take the head of a kid, lamb 
or calf, that has been carefully cleaned. 

If they are young, the skin should not be 
taken off, but the hair removed by scalding in 
hot ley water. Put one of these into a pot of 
cold water early in the morning, and start it to 
boiling. Tie in a clean cloth a teaspoon-full of 
allspice and ten cloves, and drop into the pot. 
Cut into small pieces one carrot and two medium 
sized turnips, and drop in. 

Keep the pot boiling continually, and as the 
water evaporates, fill up with boiling water. 
When the head is done so well that the bones 
part easily from the flesh, take it out intoa tray, 
pick the bones carefully out and chop the meat 
fine ; strain the liquid through a cullender and 
turn the chopped meat back into the liquor, now 
salt and pepper to taste and thicken with flour 
that has been parched to a deep coffee color. Stir 
it frequently, that it may not burn, and just be- 
fore it is taken off, add one gill of good tomato 
or any other catsup, and half a pint of pure 
home-made wine. (We think the wine of no 
particular use—it will be just as ¢urtlish, and 
more nourishing without it. Ep.)

England, a ‘‘Citronelle’’ measuring seven feet in 
circumference, and weighing 150 lbs.; previously 
one of the weight of 212 lbs. had astonished the 
gazers. The editor adds that as these valuable 
articles do not keep well when cut open, smaller 
kinds are greatly preferable. The French make 
great use of these, particularly the Yellow Poi- 
tron, and the Brazilian Sugar Gourd. A larger 
weight of wholesome winter food both for man 
and his cattle, can hardly be obtained from the 
same space of ground, than from these articles. 
The tender extremities of the shoots form the best 
spinach known, though they are little employed 
in this way in America. 


Anmats. There are 140,000 animals known 
to man; yet we have domesticated but 43,000. 
In France the giraffe has produced young that 
flourishes. A new species of horse found in the 
wilds of Hindostan has been domesticated in 
Paris. 





TRANSACTIONS OF ESSEX COUNTY AG. 
SOCIETY. 

We received, some time ago, from our atten- 
tive friend J. W. Proctor, Esq., of Danvers, the 
Transactions of the Essex Agricultural Society 
for 1856. This Society by the careful compila- 
tion and publication of their doings from year to 
year, have done good service to agriculture out- 
side of their limits as a society. We thank 
friend P. for this copy. We have read it and 
been both amused and instructed, as we always 
are when we read this annual document and mis- 
sive from Old Essex. 

The address was delivered by Ben. Perley 
Poore, Esq., whose more recent experience in 
working his passage from Newbury to Boston in 
a onewheeled carriage, loaded with Baldwin 
apples, is well known. It is an amusing, racy 
and instructive address. 

The following description of an old farm house 
is perfect. If he were not reared in one of the 
kind, we were, and can vouch that it isa ‘true 
bill.”’ ‘There may be’’ says he, ‘‘more archi- 
tectural beauty in the fancy Pineo Gothic archi- 
tecture of our time,—but these farm houses, like 
a substantial old gentleman, who has settled 
down to live on the interest of his earnings, had 
a well to do look. In the centre rose a massive 
chimney, between which and the front door was 
a small entry, with a staircase having curiously 
carved bannisters. On either side of this entry 
were large rooms opening into the kitchen, which, 
with a small bedroom, occupied the whole rear 
of the house. The ‘best room’’ often had a 
small Turkey carpet on its snow white floor, and 
in its cupboard was the good dame’s china tea- 
set, while the entry contained a high eight day 
clock, some framed ‘samplers’? and a large 
‘‘ecomb case’? hanging beside the thick plate 
mirror. But the most comfortable apartment 
was the kitchen or ‘‘keeping room,’’ with its low 
ceiling, its dingy unpainted pannel work, and the 
old ‘‘queen’s arm’’ reposing on wooden brackets 
over the mantel shelf. The younger portions of 
the family had their settles within the jaws of 
the huge fire place, in the flanks of which yawn- 
ed the-mouths of the great and little ovens. The 
old blue dye pot faced the pickle firkin, and the 
well worn spit hooks on the high iron andirons, 
testified to the abundance of good cheer. In the 
beaufet or corner cupboard, glistened the pewter 
platters, the porringers for the porridge, now re- 
placed by coffee and tea, and the tankard for the 
generous cider produced on the farm. The 
‘*cheese room’’ shelves groaned beneath the 
weight of the products of female industry, and 
the well filled presses in the bedrooms proved 
that neither the spinning wheels nor the looms 
were long idle. 

“Our ancestors lived on bread and broth, 

And wooed their healthy wives in homespun cloth; 
Our grandmas, nurtured to the nodding reel, 

Gave our good mothers lessons on the wheel. 
Though spinning did not much reduce the waist, 
It made the food much sweeter to the taste. 

They never once complained as some do now— 
‘Our Irish girl can’t cook or milk the cow;’ 
Each mother taught her red cheek’d buxom daughter, 
To bake, and milk, and draw a pail of water. 

No dameel shunned the washtub, broom or pail, 
To keep unharmed a long grown finger nail,— 
They sought no gaudy dress, no hooped out form, 
But ate to live, and worked to keep them warm.” 





AGRICULTURAL PUBLICATIONS. 

Tue American Catrte Doctor. This is the 
title of a book which every keeper of cattle 
needs, and which he will undoubtedly obtain as 
soon as he can do it conveniently. It is written 
by Dr. Geo. H. Dadd, of Boston, who has writ 
ten and done so much to ameliorate the condition 
of our domestic animals, and is so favorably 
known asa veterinary surgeon ; and it is publish- 
ed by those enterprising Agricultural Book Pub- 
lishers, C. M. Saxton & Co., of New York. We 
have looked over its pages carefully, and find a 
great amount of valuable information besides 
what is immediately connected with the curing of 
actual diseases. Dr. D. holds that it is the im- 
perative duty of the stock breeder and keeper to 
prevent diseases as well as cure them, and to this 
end he has given much valuable matter by which 
the reader can be guided to the attainment of 
that end. At no period, says the Doctor, in the 
history of the United States, have our domestic 
animals ranked so high as at the present time ; 
yet there is no subject on which there is such a 
lamentable want of knowledge as the proper 
treatment of their diseases. The object of the 
book in question, is todo away as much asit can 
of this want of knowledge. Dr. Dadd, we find, 
departs in some things from the common course 
hitherto practiced in many d . For instance, 
he is opposed to bleeding. ‘*The agents we use,”’ 
says he, ‘are just as we find them in the forest 
and the field, compounded by the great Physi- 
cian.’’ Hence the reader will perceive that he is 
to depart from the popular debilitating and life- 
destroying practice, and approach as near as pos- 
sible to the sanative. 

The work isa neatly printed duodecimo of 360 
pages,—sent, free of postage, for one dollar. 


First Annvat Report or THE Sec’y or Marne 
Boarp or Acricutturr. The Board of Agricul- 
ture, after a long struggle against all sorts of 
obstacles, is beginning to have some sort of defi- 
nite action ; but whether it will ultimately suc- 
ceed in becoming as efficient as the cause of agri- 
culture requires, depends upon the co-operation 
it receives from the farmers and from our law- 
givers. The report of Mr. Goodale, the Secretary 
for 1856, has been received, and on a hasty ex- 
amination we find it to be a valuable and inter- 
esting document. It gives such a view of the 
present condition of our agriculture and its wants 
as the limited means and resources of the Board 
could obtain. There never has yet been any well 
devised system of obtaining reliable facts and 
statistics of our agricultural business and re- 
sources, and until our legislature will establish 
something of the kind, we shall not obtain what 
we ought to have in this report. The Board at 
their last session laid out a plan for doing this 
more effectually, but whether the legislature will 
adopt it or not remains to be seen. They have 
always hitherto, when they did any thing of the 
kind in accordance with Tecommendations, 80 
changed and weakened them that they would 
answer but a part only of the requirements. We

Reported for the Maine Farmer. 
BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 

The committee to whom was referred the expe- 
diency of recommending Legislative action to en- 
courage the formation and support of Farmer’s 
Clubs, report :— 

That they deem it expedient that some farther 
instrumentality should be put in operation at once 
for the diffusion of agricultural knowledge 
throughout the community. Your committee 
would by no means undervalue the science of Ag- 
ricultural Chemistry, nor the advantages arising 
from a collegiate course of instruction in scien- 
tific agriculture, wherever it may be practicable ; 
but from the nature of the case, it is apparent at 
a glance, that only a very small proportion of 
our young farmers can ever be able to avail them- 
selves of such a course, and that, if we would 
have them obtain a knowledge of their profession, 
the means must, in some way, be placed within 
their reach. 

Your committee believe that Farmer’s Clubs, 
properly managed, would prove an economical 
and efficient instrumentality towards this end. 
That each Club might become a focus towards 
which could be gathered, and from which might 
radiate the results of the combined experience of 
all. The failure of one, with its causes, is made 
known, so that a repetition may be avoided ; the 
success of another, with its conditions, comes to 
be so fully investigated and understood, that all 
may copy the practice and obtain similar results. 

By means of a moderate contribution each Club 
might furnish itself with a greater or less num- 
ber of the best books and periodicals devoted to 
agriculture, and which the unaided means of 
any might not be able to purchase. These, cir- 
culated among its members would suggest abun- 
dant material for thought, conversation, and dis 
cussion, at its regular meetings, and prove an 
unfailing source of interest and improvement. 
At these meetings, also, the varied modes of treat- 
ing, feeding, and rearing cattle; the compara- 
tive value of different breeds ; methods of hus- 
bandry, and of tillage; the use and application 
of fertilizers; and various matters of household 
economy, dairy processes, &c., &c., might be so 
investigated and discussed as to awaken inquiry, 
quicken thought, and stimulate improvement. 
Connected with the Club, might be organised 
classes for mutual instruction, by the study of 
some suitable text book, as, for instance, Nash’s 
‘*Progressive Farmer,’’ Stockhardt’s ‘‘Chemical 
Field Lectures,”’ or some other good work. 

Should the means of the Club warrant the un- 
dertaking, they might secure occasional lectures, 
or even a full course, from some competent per- 
son, on subjects connected with Agriculture. 
Adjoining Clubs might unite for this purpose, 
and thus materially lessen the expense. 

The success and popularity of the Lyceum sys- 
tem in New England for the past ten or fifteen 
years, show how this might be made to operate 
where young and old of both sexes become ac- 
tively and warmly engaged in it. 

In view of these and similar considerations, 
which might be adduced to great extent if it 
were deemed necessary, we recommend the en- 
actment of a law granting a moderate bounty 
(say $50) to each such club which may be 
formed, (to the number of ——,) whenever the 
Treasurer of such association presents to the 
State Treasurer a certificate, under oath, that the 
said Club has actually raised and expended a simi- 
lar sum in the purchase of books and periodicals, 
or other legitimate purpose of said Club.

The committee charged with the consideration 
of the bill at the close of the Appendix to the 
Seeretary’s Report, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing :— 

That, while the plan proposed, of endowing 
an Agricultural Professorship in each of our Col- 
leges, possesses undoubted merits, and would 
greatly aid in laying broad and deep the foun- 
dations for future advancement, we yet believe, 
from an examination of the subject, and confer- 
ence with gentlemen connected with our Col- 
leges, that it is open to practical objections of a 
serious nature. 

Your committee further report that they deem 
the Normal school a more urgent necessity of the 
State at this time, than the educational move- 
ment proposed in the bill; and they believe that 
in connexion with a Normal school, whenever put 
in operation, there can be established (at much 
less expense to the State,) and a Professorship 
of Agricultural Chemistry, which will answer 
our aim equally well, together with the farther 
advantage of training our teachers to impart in- 
struction in this department, in the common 
schools. We therefore recommend no farther ac- 
tion of this Board in regard to the bill, than the 
submission of the views of the Board to the ap- 
propriate committees of the Legislature.

Voted, That Seward Dill of Phillips, Robert 
Martin, and Darius Forbes, be a committee to 
report to the Secretary of this Board on the best 
method of cultivating the cranberry, with the 
cost per acre of planting, and the difficulties and 
profits which attend its culture. 





For the Maine Farmer. 
CAN FARMING BE MADE PROFITABLE 


IN MAINE P 

Mr. Eprror :—I propose to discuss this ques- 
tion in as concise and open a manner as my time 
and talent will permit. There has been a great 
controversy on this question among farmers and 
others, which still seems to be unsettled in the 
minds of some. The object of this communica- 
tion is to arrest, especially, the attention of those 
that have arrived at no definite conclusion on the 
subject. In discussing the question I shall de- 
cide in the affirmative, and fear that I havea 
great many obstacles to contend with, which I 
am hardly competent to meet. In the first place, 
the greater portion of the farming community of 
Maine are ready to assert that farming as a sole 
occupation is by no means a profitable one, and 
what is worse their farms exhibit to a high de- 
gree the truth ot their assertion. It is my opin- 
ion, however, that as a general thing, farming 
is not profitably carried on in Maine. But that 
is no disparagement to the occupation. Farmers 
of Maine, generally, have got the idea so firmly 
riveted in their minds that farming will not pay, 
that they think they must necessarily have some 
other employment connected with it in order to 
live by it. 

Consequently their farms show a want of im- 
provement, if not almost totally neglected. Now, 
I ask, is not that the very reason why they can- 
not make it a profitable employment? How 
could a man who had partially learned two or 
three trades expect success in either of them? 
But let him take only one with an object in view 
to be perfect in it, and he will succeed. The 
same will apply to farming. Yet, I do not pre- 
tend to say but that there are some farms in 
Maine that are profitably carried on, and I think 
the assertion will bear investigation, that those 
who do succeed confine themselves exclusively to 
their farms. 

The greatest drawback we have in Maine, and 
in fact throughout New England, is the want of 
fertilizing agents. And even this may be reme- 
died to agreat extent within our own resources. I 
would not advise one to purchase of the many 
‘‘patent manures’’ that are manufactured, in 
many cases, purposely to swindle the unsuspect- 
ing farmer. They may be used in many instances 
as a stimulant with good success. But it is the 
opinion of many of our best farmers, that highly 
concentrated manures will eventually impoverish 


the soil. 
We cannot place too much confidence in muck 


asa fertilizer. I have experimented largely with 
swamp muck, and the fact is established in my 
mind that it isthe cheapest and best fertilizer 
farmers can apply to their worn out land. Clay 
and alluvial soils can be applied to land of a 
caleareous nature with a beneficial effect, and, in 
fact we can renovate all our land greatly, by 
changing soils of a different nature. — 
Another detriment to the promotion of agri- 
culture, ie that many farmers rather than have 
absorhents in their barn yard to take up the sur- 
plus liquid, let it ran into the road or a neigbor- 
ing brook. In this way we lose the best quali- 
ties of our manure. In short, the farmer can 
mako his a profitable employment, if he can suc- 
ceed in bringing back to the soil what he has. 
taken off in tho shape of crope. Andwhould-he’ 


let this receive his undivided attention, his labors 
would be crowned with success. 

When the farmer commences cropping new 
land he gets great crops for several years in suc- 
cession, and pays no regard to manuring such 
land till it becomes nearly exhausted, consequent- 
ly he will have to make a powerful effort to bring 
it back to its original state of productiveness. 

In conclusion I wish to state my experience for 
one year in regard to farming. Being a young 
man and coming in possession of a large worn 
out farm, resolved to test its productive proper- 
ties. Consequently in the fall of 1854 I com- 
menced hauling out swamp muck of which I had 
an inexhaustible supply. Having hauled out 
near 200 cartloads, I left it in heaps in its origi- 
nal state, that it might have the action of the 
frost. In the spring I applied it to my land, 
together with about 40 bushels of lime and ashes 
and what manure two cows and one yoke of oxen 
made in one year. With this manure and the 
help of one man I raised 60 bushels of wheat, 
30 of oats, 73 of corn, 207 of carrots, 100 of 
turnips, 121 of potatoes, 12 of parsnips, 7 of 
beets, and about 50 nice cabbages. 

In meditating on the products of my farm 
that year, I came to the conclusion that farming 
was a paying business. I think if farmers were 
to consider their occupation a science, study it as 
a science, and pursue a scientific course of opera- 
tion, there would be little reason for complaint 
against man’s first and noblest employment.

MR. GOODALE’S REPORT. 

We present our readers with an extract from 
the first annual report of the Secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture, Mr. 8. L. Goodale. The 
report itself is very full and complete, and em- 
braces much valuable information. We shall 
give further extracts from it, soon. 








Present Conpition anb Prospects oF AGRICUL- 
TURE IN Marne. 

In order to do justice to this subject, the indis- 
pensable necessity of full and accurate agricultu- 
ral statistics is perfectly obvious at a glance. As 
almost nothing of the kind is in existence, and 
with a view to obtain as the most available sub- 
titute therefor, the matured opinions, and results 
of observation of our best farmers, a circular was 
sent to all the towns in the State, in the hope of 
thus securing what might afford a more reliable 
view of the agriculture of Maine than could oth- 
erwise be had. 

It may be well here to say, that although re- 
plies were received from all sections of the State, 
and in considerable numbers, too many towns 
were not heard from, to warrant the assumption 
that they certainly give a correct view, yet it may 
be fair to presume that they make a near ap- 
proach to it. 

First, as to the adaption of the soil of Maine, 
to varied farming purposes. Of the towns which 
respond to this inquiry thirteen per cent. say, 
‘best adapted to tillage ;”’ thirty-two per cent. 
say, ‘‘equally adapted to tillage, grazing and 
stock-growing.”” A few say, ‘‘best for fruit,” 
and other few, ‘‘better for sheep hushandry ;”" 
while forty per cent. answer, ‘‘best for grazing 
and stock growing.’’ The replies, asa whole, 
give the impression strongly, that of the leading 
branches of agriculture, a very large proportion 
of our soil isas well, or better adapted to the 
growth and sustenance of cattle, for the various 
uses to which they were subservient—for the 
dairy, for labor, for beef, &c., than to anyother ; 
and this impression accords with that received 
from other sources. But if we admit its correct- 
ness, a dilemma arises, for when we examine the 
replies to the query as to the chief products sold 
from the farm, cattle and beef, butter and cheese, 
although mentioned in many cases, do not re- 
ceive the prominence, even in the towns declared 
best for grazing and stock growing, which would 
naturally be expected. Nor do we find elsewhere 
evidence that this is so prominent a pursuit as 
our facilities warrant. Very few cattle, very lit- 
tle beef, butter or cheese are exported from the 
State ; so far from this, dairy products (particu- 
larly cheese) are imported, and beef has been sold 
in our shambles the present year, from cattle 
brought a thousand miles by railroad, (from 
Ohio,) and slaughtered here! What shall we 
think then? Are the replies incorrect, and is 
Maine really so ill adapted to these products, 
that we can afford to grow something else, where- 
with to pay a tariff, or an advance upon the cost 
of production elsewhere, equal to the price of five 
hundred or one thousand miles of transportation 
added to the profits of those who traffic in them? 
Is it because our means of transportation are so 
poor that we cannot affurd to carry such heavy or 
bulky articles from the interior whre produced, 
to our seaboard or principal markets? Can it be 
because the efforts of our farmers are not directed 
in the most judicious and profitable direction ?— 
Can it be because the production of these is at- 
tended with too much exhaustion of the natural 
resources and fertility of the farm, and so we can- 
not afford it?—cannot afford to retain all the 
manure yielded as a side product on the land ? 

I propose no solution to these queries, hoping 
that the bare mention of the facts, as they seem 
to be, may prove sufficiently suggestive, to excite 
inquiry enough to enable all interested to decide 
each for himself, and to profit by his conclusion. 

I would by no means be understood as alleging 
that stock-growing, dairy-husbandry, and the 
like, do not, at the present time, constitute a 
principal branch of our agriculture; for such 
would not be in accordance with the facts in the 
case ; but wish rather, to direct attention to the 
inquiry, whether, with our facilities as a State, we 
should not export largely, rather than import at 
all, except it be choice animals for purposes of 
improvement in breed. Indeed, the simple fact 
that our hay crop, with only the attention now 
given, must probably amount (taking the census 
returns of 1850, as a basis of caleulation,) to not 
less than 900,000 tons,* which at a low estimate 
is worth, where it is stored, seven to eight mil- 
lions of dollars, and which is nearly as much as 
all our other cultivated crops amount to, coupled 
with the fact, that with due care and attention, 
it might easily bo doubled, if not trebled, shows 
at Once, both its present importance, and what it 
is is capable of being made.

Where 
stock are not receiving proper attention, they be- 
gin to lose flesh very soon after coming to the 
barn in winter. This should not be the case. A 
downward tendency once commenced, will be 
found extremely difficult to arrest. Cold weather 
is enough to combat, without attempting to ral- 
ly declining energies or rebuild wasted systems, 
and the farmer who, at this period of the year, 
undertakes to perform the latter will find a 
mountain of labor on his hands. After bringing 
stock to the barn in good heart, endeavor to keep 
them thus by every means in your power. Good 
shelter and good food—at regular hours, and a 
sufficiency thereof—are the accessories, and eve- 
ry farmer should apply them to the utmost of 
his ability. 





Warer-rroor Boors. Apply, as much and as 
hotas the leather will bear, a mixture of two 
parts tallow and one part rosin. Then dissolvejl 
oz. of beeswax in 2 oz. of spirits of turpentine, to 
which add a teaspoonful of ivory-black. Warm 
the boots when you apply the first, top and bot- 
tom ; the second should be applied cold and rub- 
bed with the hands on the uppers only. Cork 
soles are the best protection against cold or damp 
feet. They may be fixed between the outer or 
inner soles when the boots are made, or worn loose 
inside. Cork isso bad a conductor of heat, that 
with it in boots, the feet are warm on the coldest 
stone floor. 





Mance rx Swine. John Bonner, of Hancock, 
Ga., communicates the following never-failing 
remedy for mange, to wit; ‘Give the pig or hog 
affected (according to age) from ten to twenty 
grains of arsenic, twice a week for three weeks, 
feeding him plentifully during the time, and I 
warrant that he will soon shed off, and become 
perfectly well, fat and sleck. It will also cure 
the worst case of mange on any dog. I speak 
from experience, and there is no danger of doses 
of that size killing either pigs or dogs.” [Ex. 





A writer in the Sci- 
entific American suggests that some preparation 
of hemp, made up like papier mache, might be 
made effectual as a substitute for sole leather; a 
cement of India rubber, mixed with other adhes- 
ive substances, may be employed to unite the fi- 
bres together.

WE ARE TOO RICH. 

Who is too rich? Not “We,” the Editor. 
You never knew an Editor guilty of getting rich 
at all, much less of getting ‘‘too rich.’’ But we, 
that is to say the United States, of which we, 
every one of us, are integal particles, we have got 
to be too rich. 

There is an accumulation of millions of dollars 
in the treasury, which, notwithstanding all the 
extravagance of the government, and all the 
‘‘pickings and stealings’’ of those who are in 
and about the treasury, there is no call for. 
Every dollar thus stored up isa dollar taken 
from our circulation, and when the dollars thus 
taken out of our circulation amount to a mil- 
lion, and so on up to forty, fifty, or sixty mil- 
lions, it makes a great vacuum in the circulation 
of the country, and the people begin to say that 
movey is ‘‘tight’’ and the times are hard. Well, 
what shall be done? Our members are now 
‘‘duffing”’ that question, as an Irishman would 
say. The plan proposed is to reduce the tariff 
on articles now imported, and thereby reduce the 
revenue in a corresponding ratio. The tariff bill 
has been under consideration, indeed two or three 
of them, for in this instance, as in all others 
when this matter has been under consideration, 
there is a diversity of plans and schemes. 

Mr. Campbell’s bill appears to be carefully 
framed—taking the duty entircly off of such 
articles as are neither made nor raised in our 
country, and reducing in a fair ratio the duties 
on most of the others—thus, on the article of 
wool it takes the duty off of the very coarsest 
and the very finest kinds, leaving it on the 
medium kinds. Another bill, Mr. Letcher’s we 
believe, makes a pretty thorough sweep of high 
duties, and brings all articles down to a low 
reduction. Which will pass, or whether either 
will pass is very uncertain. 

If neither passes and things remain, we shall 
continue to exhibit the rather uncommon and 
anomalous spectacle of a nation being too rich, 
so rich as to impoverish its people, and embarass 
them by the great absorption and shutting up of 
sv large an amount of the circulating medium, 
as to make it scarce in the business community. 
Rather a remarkable case. 

This is a new feature in the discussion of the 
tariff question among us and it thereby requires 
new consideration and new action. We under- 
stand that Mr. Campbell, from the committee of 
ways and means, proposes, in case neither bill 
passes, and the revenue does not thereby become 
reduced, to offer a bill providing fora distribu- 
tion of the surplus revenue to the several States, 
so that the money will be Jet loose and become 
active again in the business of the people. 

We think it best to reduce the tariff ‘‘judi- 
ciously,”” paying due regard to the varied in- 
terests of the country, and balancing all the 
duties and reductions in such way as shall bear 
as cqually as possible on all of them. 

Some of the States no doubt would be benefit- 
ed by their share of surplus revenue, if appro- 
priated to the payment of their public debt, 
ours, for instance—but as a general thing it 
would become a source of quarrels and trouble to 
the State Governments. 





DEATH OF HON. A. K. PARRIS. 

On Wednesday of last week, Hon. Albion K. 
Parris, of Portland, well known throughout the 
State as one of our most eminent politicians and 
public men, died suddenly at his residence, of 
disease of the heart. We copy the following 
notice of his life and public services from the 
Portland Advertiser :— 


“Judge Parris was born in Hebron, in the 
county of Oxford, in 1788. He graduated at 
Dartmouth College in 1806, and pursued the pro- 
fession of law at Paris until he removed to Port- 
land. He was elected to Congress from Oxford 
county in 1815, served his term and was then a 

inted District Judge of the Maine Circuit. In 

821, the office of Governor having become va 
cant by the appointment of Gov. King as one of 
the Commisstoners on Spanish Claims, Judge 
Parris was elected—and also for the four subse- 
quent years. 

The last three times of his election there was 
scarcely ! opposition to it, and his administra- 
tion as a whole was very popular. He was elect- 
ed Senator to Congress in 1827, which office he 
held until June 1828, when he was appointed 
one of the Judges of the Supreme Court in 
Mainc. He remained on the bench until 1836 
when he received the appointment of Second 
Comptroller of the Treasury. He then removed 
to the city of Washington and resided there until 
1850 when he was removed by Mr. Fillmore. He 
then returned to Portland, and in 1852 was elect- 
ed Mayor of this city, which office he held for 
one year, declining to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. He was run asthe Democratic candidate 
for Governor in 1855, though it was against his 
wishes. At this election he was defeated. 

Judge Parris was a man of good tact, sterlin 
integrity, and good sound sense. Althoug 
never eminent at the Bar, as an advocate, yet on 
the Bench, asa judge, he was considered able. 
His irbanity of manners was a distinguished trait 
in his character, and those members of the bar 
who commenced their practice under his judicial 
administration, will never forget it. 

In his religion Judge Parris was strictly Puri- 
tan in the fullest sense of the term. Although 
he did not connect himself with any church until 
1851, yet he was always considered a good 
Christian. On the occasion of the visit of La 
Fayette to this State, Judge Parris, who was 
then Governor, declined to pay his illustrious 

uest any attention on his leaving the city of 

ortland on Sunday, for the West. On that 
Sunday nrorning Judge Parris was noticed to ap- 
pear at his usual time in his pew, at the Church 
of Dr. Payson. He united with the High street 
Church in 1851, and has been a valued member 
of that Church.’

THE BURDELL MURDER. 

The Coroner’s inquest in this case was closed 
on Saturday. Some important evidence has 
been elicited during the week. 

A man named Farrell testifies to having 
stopped on the door step of Dr. Burdell’s house, 
the night of the murder, to fasten his shoe, when 
he heard the cry of murder, and immediately 
afterwards a man came to the door and ordered 
him away. He recognized Eckel as that person, 
fromamongsomefiftyintheroom. On Saturday, 
a woman, who keeps a cane store in Broadway, 
indentified Snodgrass as the person to whom she 
sold a dagger, some two or three days before the 
murder. He had previously been put on the stand 
and denied ever having purchased a dagger. 

A dispatch from New York, dated the 15th, 
says :— 

‘‘The Coroner’s investigation of the Burdell 
murder ended last night. “The jury, after five 
hours’ deliberation rendered a verdict against 
Mrs. Cunningham and John J. Eckel as_princi- 
pals, and young Snodgrass as accessory in the 
murder of Dr. Burdell. Augusta and Helen 
Cunningham are detained as witnesses. 

After the Coroner yesterday had rendered his 
charge to the jury, another witness was examin- 
ed, who —_ corroborated Farrell’s testi- 
mony. This witness testified that on the night 
of the murder he saw a man sitting on Burdell’s 
doorstep, evidently doing something toa shoe, 
whick he had in his hand.’’ 

A later dispatch, of the 16th, says :— 

‘*Coroner Connery had a private examination 
of Eckel, Mrs. Cunningham and Snodgrass this 
morning. They all protested their innocence ; 
the latter adding that if any one knows anything 
about the murder it is Miss Augusta Cunning- 
ham or her mother. 

P The case was presented to the Grand Jury to- 
ay. 








THE SPANISH COINS AGAIN. 

It seems we were a little fast in saying the bill 
reducing the valuation of Spanish quarters, nine- 
pences, &c., had become a law. It has, as we 
stated, passed both branches of Congress, but 
being amended by the Senate, of course it has 
returned to the House for concurrence. Of the 
nature of this amendment (a most important one, 
and one which we sincerely hope may be adopt- 
ed,) our readers can judge by the following from 
the National Intelligencer of the 7th inst.:— 


“Tne Cormack Bint. There seems to have 
been an unnecessary panic amongst the people in 
regard to the effect of the new coinage bill before 
Congress, and speculators will find a pause in 
their progress if the House should concur, as it 
doubtless will, in the amendment adopted by the 
Senate on Thursday. That amendment provides 


that for the space of two years it shall be lawful 


to pay out at the Mint the new cents authorised 
to be coined for the fractional parts of the dollar 
at their nominal value of twenty-five cents, twelve- 
and-a-half, etc. It has been ascertained that the 
Spanish coins which are not defaced or clipped, 
are in reality worth something more than the 
American. The object seems to be to drive out of 
circulation the smooth light pieces so common in 
small dealings, but it is wiathy concluded that in 
doing this there is no necessity for a sudden 
movement which can only enure to the benefit of 
speculators. All changes in the value of the cir- 
culating medium should be made with proper de- 
liberation, and this seems to be the course pre- 
scribed by the bill, as amended, and now pening 
in the House of Representatives.”’ 


The following item shows that these coins are 
worth more than the price at first fixed by the 
bill, even when worn by handling :-— 


The average yield of worn Spanish coins at the 
Mint-of the United States, Philadelphia, is as 
follows :—

We believe, however, 
that in some instances camphor has failed to 
effect a cure.

MURDER IN HINGHAM, MASS. 
We have to place upon record, this week, 
another horrible Mr. Hosea J. Gard- 


the Ist inst., under circumstances which led to 
the suspicion of foul play on the part of his wife, 
who, it was thought, had poisoned him by ad- 
ministering arsenic. Circumstances were brought 
to light, which led to an examination of the body 
of the deceased on Friday, the 6th inst., when 
the suspicion was discovered to be too well found- 
ed. An analysis of the contents of the stomach, 
made by Dr. Jackson, of Boston, disclosed the 
presence of a large quantity of arsenic, more 
than sufficient to cause death. A coroner’s in- 
quest was held, and a verdict rendered that the 
deceased came to his death from poison adminis- 
tered by his wife, Abigail Gardner. Mrs. G. 
was committed for trial. 

The evidence, as reported by the Boston papers, 
was most decisively against her. The alleged 
cause of the murder is that she had become in- 
timate with another person, and, to facilitate 
their intercourse, wished to put her husband out 
of the way. She is a woman of about 40 years 
of age, and is said to have belonged in Islesboro’, 
Penobscot county, in this State.

He is a relative 
of the great American Statesman of that name, 
and although he has a white father, he is, never- 
theless, in mind, manners, and habits, all Indian, 
affording a living illustration of how much the 
mode and associations affect not only their physi- 
cal but mental developments. Chief Webster 
is an excellent orator.”’

| The Sugar Cane Expedition. A letter dated 
November 27, 1856, has been received by the 
Secretary of the Navy, from the commanding 
officer of the expedition which was sent to South 
America a few months ago for the purpose of pro- 
curing a supply of sugar cane cuttings for the 
use of our own citizens in Louisiana and other 
places where the cane is now cultivated. The 
expedition had then reached Georgetown, De- 
marara, after a prosperous voyage, and the ob- 
jects of the expedition were likely to be speedily 
attained.

As the ship Statesman, 
Capt. Watts, from New Orleans for this port, 
was passing the South Shoals on the 31st ult., a 
seaman named Samuel C. Heath of Belfast, Me., 
fell from the foretop-gallant yard overboard, and 
was drowned. 

Emancipation in Missouri. St. Louis, Feb. 12. 
The Senate of Missouri, on Tuesday, passed, by 
25 to 4, a resolution declaring the emancipation 
of slaves in the State not only impracticable, but 
|any movement toward it impolitic, unwise and 
unjust, and that it should be discountenanced by 
the people. St. Louis, Feb. 13.—The House 
yesterday passed the Senate resolution against 
emancipation, by a vote of 107 to 9.

CURIOUS DEVELOPMENTS IN REGARD 
TO A MAINE BANE. 


The cp sang Nex wo from the Chicago 
Press of Jan. 29, will peabably interest many of 
our readers in Maine: 


‘‘For some days past a case has been in progress 
in this city, in the United States Circuit Court, 
Hon. Thomas Drummond presiding, which from 
the nature of the interests, as well as the amount 
of money involved, has attracted much attention. 
We t our readers with a brief outline of 
its history, as follows : : 

The Sandy River Bank of Farmington, Maine, 
was established in 1853, on an old unoccupied 
charter, with a capital of $50,000. Of this 
capital a large controlling interest, amounting to 
$38,000, was taken by the owners and managers 
of the Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Bank of this 
eity, the remaining $12,000 being held by parties 
in Maine. At that time the well known Stephen 
Bronson was Cashier and general financial agent 
of the Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Bank. 
Through his engineering, Thomas J. Jones, for- 
merly in a banking house in this city, was sent 
to Voratngton to become the Cashier of the 
Sandy River Bank, at the option of its managers. 
He was accepted, his bonds being duly prepared 
here. He assumed his position, with the secret 
understanding that his salary of $850, which was 
all the Sandy River Bank managers allowed him, 
was to be increased to $2000 per annum, the 
difference to be charged to the Merchants’ and 
Mechanics’ Bank as ‘money of Jones.’ 

With this secret understanding with his em- 
ployers on this side of the lakes, Jones so mana 
the affairs of hisdown east employers that the 
Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Bank of Chicago 
had at all times during the Bronson Administra- 
tion, from $10,000 to $40,000 of the funds of 
the Sandy River Bank, over and above what a 
peared upon the books of the latter. Some de- 
velopments in the spring of 1855 hastened others, 
and a settlement seemed desirable on the part of 
the managers of the Merchants’ and Mechanics’. 

In July, 1855 the sum of $22,000 stood charged 
againt the latter on the books of the former, and 
the then President, Mr. Woodworth, with Cash- 
ier Bronson, had an interview in New York City 
with Cashier Jones, at which a settlement was 
arrived at, by Jones giving a receipt in full, and 
taking $12,000 of Bronson’s private paper and 
$10,000 in cash, thus squaring accounts between 
the Chicago and Farmington Institutions. It is 
through developments growing out of this $10,- 
000 cash payment that the attention of the Sandy 
River Bank officers was called to the matter, and 
this suit instituted, inasmuch as the cash pay-

Sure Burnt. The new ship Zingara, 700 tons, 
built in Pembroke, Me., was discovered to be on 
fire Friday morning, 6th inst., while lying empty 
at Brooklyn, N. Y. There had been no fire inthe 
cabin for several days, until Thursday, when the 
ship-keeper thought it necessary to heat the cabin 
to keep the gilt work from injury by dampness. 
But about 4 o'clock he was po Me | by the rush 
of flames amd smoke from the main hatchway.— 
After vainly trying for some time to conquer the 
flames, it was finally decided to scuttle the ship. 

She stands upright, wholly submerged, except 
at low water ; the spars, rigging, &c., all sound, 
but the full extent of damage is not known. The 
Zingara is owned by Foster & Nickerson, New 
York, and was valued at $35,000. The loss is 
covered by insurance in different companies. 


Tue Surpwreck on Granp Manan. The Eas- 
tern papers, in giving an account of the wreck of 
the British ship Lord Ashburton on Grand Man- 
an, (before related), state that the vessel is bro- 
ken up, and the wreck scattered along the island 
for the distance of three or four miles. She had 
on board, at the time ofthe disaster, a crew of 
nine officers and twenty men, only eight of whom 
were saved, and they were badly frozen, with the 
exception of one, a native of Prince Edwards Is- 
land, named John McInnis. All the officers were 
lost. Seventeen bodies were washed ashore at the 
last accounts, but in such a mutilated condition 
that none except the Captain, Carpenter and 
Steward, could be identified.

Nracara Fatis iy Winter. The Niagara Falls 
Gazette of last week says the recent cold term has 
caused large quantities of ice to form about the 
falls. The trees are covered,—on the sides of 
some to the thickness of two feet. Large forma- 
tions of ice already loom up in front of the preci- 
pice, and huge icicles depend from various points. 

‘or some days the rapids between the paper mill 
and the islands below have been safe for pedes- 
trians,- and a large mound of ice has been accu- 
mulating on the verge of the precipice, below 
Robinson’s Island. This can now be visited, as 
last winter, without danger. The rapids are fro- 
zen over very much as they were a yearago. A 
small but rapid stream passes from the r mill 
and winds around the small island and through 
the ice to the precipice.

With these 
exgeptions, the space from the west end of the 
irdn bridge to Goat Island has been frozen over. 
From thé south side of Bath Island a ridge of ice 
extends far up into the rapids.

Archibald Campbell of New York, now chief 
clerk of the War Department, has been appointed 
U.S. Commissioner to mark the north. western 
boundary line, and John E. Parker of the army, 
the surveyor and astronomer. 

Mr. Stoeckl, the Russian Charge d’ Affairs, has 
been promoted to full Minister. 

The report of House Committee, in favor of a 
line of mail steamers from New York to Ham- 
burg, or some other port in the north of Europe, 
will be presented to-morrow.

ARRIVAL OF THE ANGLO SAXON. 
The steam propeller Anglo Saxon arrived at 
Portland on Friday morning, bringing dates from 
Europe to the 28th ult., four days later than pre- 
vious advices. The following summary compri- 
ses everything of importance ; 
Great Britain. There wasa@ rumor that on 
the fall of Bushire the Persians made submission 
to the British, but the London journals have no 
confirmation of the report, and mostly doubt it. 
Parliament will re-assemble Feb. 3. The 
Queen’s speech will be read by commission. The 
Earl of Cork will move, and the Earl of Cowper 
will second the address in the Lords. Sir John 
Ramsden will move, and Sir John Andrew Agrew 
will second itin the Commons. Rumors of mod- 
ification in the Ministry prevail but nothing defi- 
nite has transpired. 

Per Africa [arrived at New York] was men- 
tioned that the ship Confederation from Phila- 
delphia went ashore near the entrance to the 
Mersey. She afterwards floated off, but again 
drove ashore. A life-boat took off all hands ex- 
cept the captain, mate, steward and boy, who de- 
termined to remain. On Friday evening tugs 
were sent out, but could not find the wreck owing 
to the darkness. It was then blowing a severe 

ale. In the morning it was found that she had 
oben up, and little doubt exists but that the 
captain, mate, steward and boy were lost. Dur- 
ing the night a light was seen hoisted in the rig- 
ing from the shore, and it gradually subsided un- 
til it suddenly became submerged. Portions of 
the cargo were afterwards found washed ashore 
along the coast.

LATER---ARRIVAL OF THE EUROPA. 

The steamship Europa arrived at Boston on 
Sunday evening with dates from Europe to the 
3lst ult. Her advices relate principally to the 
Chinese and Persian difficulties.

justment of the American difficulties with the 
Chinese :— 


On the 15th of November, Captain Foote, of 
the United States ship Portsmouth, was on his 
way from Whampoa to Canton, in the ship’s pin- 
nace, for the purpose of withdrawing the Ameri- 
can marines stationed in the foreign factories, 
when in ey the Barrier forts, the boat was 
fired at by the Chinese and obliged to put back to 
Whampoa, notwithstanding that the American 
flag was flying at the time, and was also waved 
from the boat, so that there might be no mistake. 

The American men-of-war, Portsmouth and 
Levant, immediately moved up the river and bom- 
barded the forts, which the Chinese defended 
bravely, replying with a well-directed fire, killing 
two men and wounding others, and doing some 
damage to the vessels. Commodore Armstrong 
then wrote to the Viceroy, demanding an apology 
within 24 hours. The reply being unsatisfactory 
the Americans proceed at once to take the fort 
which they have since destroyed. In this service 
sewral lives were lost. Since this took place, 
Yeh has written to the American authorities to 
say that their flag shall be respected, and that it 
was entirely a mistake that ted to the misunder- 
standing. There are yet one or two small points 
at issue, but we understand that the Americans 
will accept this apology, and withdraw from 
Canton. The plenipotentiaries and naval com- 
manders in chief of Great Britain and America 
have held a conference at Canton, but there have 
been no results of importance. 

The China Mail of the 11th says, the Ameri- 
cans have also met with a fatal accident. In com- 
pleting the destruction of the barrier forts, one 
of the mines exploded through the carelessness of 
a seaman, and killed him and two of his ship- 
mates and wounded six others. The Portsmouth 
and Levant have returned to Wham A dis- 
patch says the French have destroyed some forts. 





Later From Kansas. New York, Feb. 10. Ad- 
vices from Kansas of Jan. 31 state that the joint 
committee of both Houses have made a report, 
and recommend the passage of a bill which pro- 
vides for taking a census, and the initiatory steps 
for a Constitutional Convention. The census is 
to be completed, and the returns made, before the 
10th of April. No one who has not been an in- 
habitant of the Territory on the Ist of April is 
to be allowed to go on the list of voters; being 
there before or at that time is essential, and alone 
essential. No guaranty of citizenship, or evi- 
dence of the same before that time, is required. 
It specifies that no one shall be recorded as a 
voter who is not a citizen of the United States.

Ravenous Wotves. We find the following in 
the Keokuk — Post, of the 25thinst. ‘*We 
learn from a gentleman who arrived in our city 
yesterday, from Sioux city, that the wolves in the 
river counties have been driven to such straits 
by the snow and cold weather, that they have be- 
come 80 ravenous as to destroy horses and cattle 
to a considerable extent, and that they have often 
attacked persons.

On the morning of the 6th, the be- 
reaved parents sent to Southon for assistence, and 
searched the neighborhood around them, and as 
no traces of the lost ones had been found, the con- 
clusion is that they had been attacked by the 
wolves and devoured. A gentleman from Wis- 
consin, who visited [owa lately, states in a private 
letter, recently received in this city, that he was 
chased for miles by these ravenous creatures, and 
barely escaped from them with his life. He de- 
scribes them as frightfully ferocious, being appar- 
ently almost starved to death.’’ 





Most Exrraorpinary Eveyation or tHe Bar- 
ometer. The barometer slightly declined yester- 
day about noon, but soon after 2 P. M. it again 
began to rise, and has since continued to do so. 
At 10 A. M. its altitude reduced to the tempera- 
ture of 50 and the mean level of the sea was 
thirty-one and one-eighth inches (31.12) indicat- 
ing (we believe) the greatest pressure or con- 
densation of air at the sea level, ever recorded at 
a place. 

n January 1, 1839, its corrected altitude was 
nearly the same (31.11), and this has until to- 
day, “been considered without precedent. On 
three or four other occasions, within the last 33 
years, the pressure has been equal to full 31 
inches, but after careful examination, we have 
been unable to find that height has ever bear 
reached elsewhere than in New England. At 
Greenwich Observatory the maximum in ninety 
years was 30.93 ; this occurred about sixty years 
since, and has never since been attained. 

It is therefore probable, as has been heretofore 
stated, that at times, the air in the northeastern 
part of the United States is more condensed than 
atany other part of the earth, where observa- 
tions of the barometer have been made for a 
series of years. [Boston Traveller, 12th.

Destruction or THe Nationat Tueatre, Wasn- 
incton. The Washington Union of Saturday 
last, gives the following particulars of the burn- 
ing of the theatre in that city : 

‘At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon a fire broke 
out in the upper part of the National Theatre, 
and in a few minutes afterwards the whole of this 
spacious edifice was in flames. The alarm was 
quickly communicated to all parts of the city, 
and in an almost incredibly short space of time, 
engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies 
were on the spot, and engaged in the most earn- 
est and daring efforts to extinguish the fire. From 
the combustible nature of the materials within 
the building, the fire spread with the greatest ra- 
pidity, and soon enveloped the whole of the im- 
mense edifice in one mass of flame. The efforts 
of the firemen were mainly directed to the pres- 
ervation of the adjoining houses ; and when we 
add that the printing and publication offices of 
the Union were only separated from the burning 
edifice by a narrow alley, the lively interest which 
we felt in their unflagging exertions may be nat- 
urally inferred. Fortunately, the fire was con- 
fined to the theatre ; and although the Union of-
